Theze characteristics are nost eignificant of the demnds of Helleniotic 
eveilety. 4 religion develops to gatiafy the noods of gociety as they aries 
out of changing coolal conditions. To illutrate this fact, we nay take 
the wo coneeptions of ilnmortality and an ethical conception, neither of 
which 1s found in more prinitive forms of religion.

In the firs} century the myz=tory roligions were penetrating 
overy corner of the Rowan empire in the procees which was to reach its 
eulnination in the ww camturies following. In the firet places, purely 
physlocal conditions favored this mvyement. In the general mixing of the 
peoples congequent on the Greek and Roman conqueets, great tides of tuman 
Life were carriers of cuetoms and ideas between peoples formerly far 
goparaet od. Colonies planted by the conquering nations wore centres f rom 
which their peculiar ideas radiated. Slaves captured and dold in large 
mmdeys were inorumental in bringing religious nations into the very 
homes of the conquerors. Vepchants introduced the more gubtle influences 
of 1ife along with their eudetantial wares. Soldiers and eailors, alvays, 
decause of the peculiar dangers of their occupations, peculiarly devoted to 
protective powers, carried their deities to renotest points. Religious 
ideas formed only one element of the cultural ponnengions long accumulating, 
which the orient was paring into the ccciient. Tut fin this realn, the 
mystical, emotional, eapernatural appeal vas overvhelning for nations who 
had developed the practical and rationalistic to a high degree, but who 
had found then inoufficiont in this complex age, which was procenting nov 
agpects of the problems of the wniverse, the origin and dooeting of man, and

At the oinge of Greek yhilocophy reprenented by Arigtotle, 14 
otands at the height of pure philonophiocal atialument. Int before that, 
Orphiom, Heraclitus, Pyihagoras, and oven Plato reprecent the interaction, 
in varying degrees, of the philocophic epirit and the fendeney toward 
oriental myoticiom. Ani agzin, after ariototle, Where is an incoreacing 
tendency toward eclectician in the field of philozophy as well as a lean» 
ing toward a combination of philosophy, ethics, and religion. Pure reagon 
gains a hwman warmth by an alliance with faith. Vaning religlous ayvtoms 
or erude mythological conceptions clothe themaolves in intellectual garb 
in order to win a vider hearing in higher eircles. 

In religion, the ayncretianic tendenoy is eapecially active. In 
the orient, cireunrtances were particularly favorable. Valle the Groar 
gots, with their ehayply defined poreonalities, oriental deitiog tended to 
blend into each other as various arpects of one guprene deity. Under the 
influence of Babylon, gods of vegetation were raiged to colar rank with 
cortain modifications in thelr character. Primitive Peraian beliefs were 
tlended with Sentittc 14ens in Nithraien. Meade was 14cntifict with Bol 
and Vithra 1th Shanach, the Bun god. Sous and Nacds united and Kithre 
donned the cap of Phrygian Attic. 4s Mithraiem eproad, this progees conh- 
tinued until wo have the "greatest offort of aynacrotion to abcord without 


extinguiching, the gods of the clavoic pantheon in a cult which was alumet

monotheistio®. 
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Isis goes out from hey native home in Eaypt and draws to her 
ahrine the wrehipers of Demeter and Cybele, The votary of Serapis dis- 


coveres that under the names of Jupiter, Oairis, Adonis, attis, and Vitkra, 


his own god 1s being oupplicated and he realizes that theee other gods 
grant roleace from the game 11ls of 1ifs and the game ageurance of a 
bleonoed hereafter that he demands from his on. 4 etrikcing example of 
this movement of acaimilation is found in the Igis worahip, In the in- 
vocation to Iois* he 1s reprevented as & combination of divine, human, 
and animal elements. She is adiregecd as all powerful, queen, ruler, 
alnil ty, warrior avddeys, vavior, gudiegs of geas and rivers, protectress 


of gnilors and travelers, of women in childbirth, qndioeus of truth, love, 
and imortality. At Delta, giver of favors; at Apis, wnderetanding; at 
Rome, varlikte; at Pencentis, pilot; at Delphi, boot and fairegt; at Samos, 
ematred; in Italy, love of the gods. She is the "lady of every country, 
the godiegs of ten thounand names". 
Rival cults gbared freely with ench other their practices and 
ritual. The gois were at howe whever they went--oa gtartling contrust to 
the days in which each one had his own group of followers on his own 
territory where alone he could be proverly worahiped. Only the God of 


the Jove in this ago of uniting faiths drov coldly apart and would bevok 
no converse with the heathen. 


As the individualitios of the different deitios tonied Whus to 


becone lens digtincth and more inolugive, a pantheigtic tendency was 
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evident. On the other hand, the feeling that wader all the variations in 
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among men lays a taels for nonotheimn. At firot this egmnoaretistic 
2000008 vent on weeneticnely among the anecre of the yeoyLe nn wn in- 
evitable rognlt of the conditions of the age, though later the intollootual 
laenes more deliberately took 1t wnder (heir cupervigion and made a eyoton 
of 1%. 

The process of aynereti on is full of aignificance for the early 
develoyment of Christianity. It has of ten been enphagined that there wore 
certain factors guth as «a commn language, «a universal goverment, a great 
ayvten of higrays, which facilitated the gpread of Ghriotiamnity over the 
Neditorranean world, But the fact has been too little nireyoed that there 
vas &a compn language of the mind and heart, « conmn go11 of religious 
14eas, ugages, and practices in which the nov religion could take bot; 
goumon fears and dleaires born of the vast conmingling of races, which were 
reaching out for any and every means of eatiofaction. Symnereti gn 1s the 
expreszion of thege gonditions. Judaien hal not epread evecensfully for 
14 refund to woo large an extent to ningle with other religions on a com- 
mon footing, This was at onoe its etrength and 14s weakness. Tut 1t we 
oat and got in ibs centuries 014 mould while Chrietianity was from and 
flexible. It had loot its flexibility by inoreacing conformity to a legal 
eyeten, vhile Ohriotianity was in the more malleable period of a creative, 
enotional 1ifo. It went out into the Gentile world ready, not only to 
give bat to receive, realy to epvak the language of the pagun world, and nod

its fears, and ruleate with its hopes. And yot 1t was endowed from the 
beginning with a finer feoling, an uncongoioualy diccriminative power, which 
made 14, in the words of Paul, "Ulotinguich the things that differed", reject 
the craceoet and conrvert, ant refure too clone an alliance with the cur.

CHAFTER III 


Hidien awray among the mountaing of Palogtine was a email part of 
the Gracce-Boman world which refuged full participation in the Helleniotic 
Tn- 


life of the first omtury. The Jews were in the wrld, yot not of 1t, 
irenghed from time immenorial in their traditional custone and boliefa, 


neoure in the genue of being a chogen race, they gought to hold hemaolves 
in complete inolation from the allurements and dangers of the outaiie world. 
I} had once been comaratively eany, but with the penetration of Holleniatic 
oulture into every part of the vorld, the gorn had attacked their ovn people, 
and there came a time when the yielding vithin and the preemre without 
threatened to break down barriers of even Jevick recerye. Th was mot, how 
over, by a epamotic and convuletve contraction into thety own narrow houge 
in the days of the Maccabees and a continged effort to guard thengelves 
agzinet foreign inoroadhments by means of = groving legalion. The p8licy 
of anticehus Epiphanes, which aimed at forcing the Jews into greater relig- 
lous unity with the kingiam of the Seloucids, has veunlly been enpharined as 
the caue® of the registance under Juins Maceabee and his brothers. The fact 
of real ailgnificance, however, which lay behind this violent outbreak, was 
the ho14 which the charm of Greek civilietion was getting on « certain 
claw of Jewieh nootety. $o eubtly and gratually was 14 porvating Jevich 


Life, that had 1t not been for the eutden avakening and revolution 14 might 
have undermined even Jevinh national exclugiveness. 


While this mas a critical moment in Jevieh hickory; the influence 
of foreign ideas can be clearly obgerved in the contact vith Babylonian and 
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Perutan culture in the time of the exile. From that tine date the 
conceptions of a realn of ovil opirite over agnainet the gnod, of = 
reeurrection, the juilgnent, heaven and hell. 

Until comparatively recent times the oignificance has not been 
appreciated of that macs of apocalyptic and proudopigraphic literature 
whiah was compo ged by the Jews in the two or three coenturbs preceding the 
Chriotian corn, writings which were later repuliatod by Jevish religious 
leaders becauge they gay in them elements foreign to enventially Jowigh 
thought. The conception of the two ages, the precent evil one and the 
glorious future to come, the penaiuigtic feeling about the proegent world 
which is groving o1d in its cing and drawing to its cloee is vividly re- 
fleoted in 2 Baruch 85:10. 


"he youth of the is past, 

The Strength of ereation 1s al ready extaugted, 

The pitcher is near yo the cigtern and the hip to the port; 
and We courge of the Journey to the city, 

And life to its congmma tion." 

A epeculative and aceptical note foreign to earlieor Jewich thought may be 
traced to Helleniatic influmese; and the windom idea prominent in guch 
books as the Viedom of Solomon and Sira bears evident marks of contact 
vith Greek philosophic thought in regard to the Logos. 

Thegs exanples vill be gafficient to chow the way in which the 
dominant roliglo-philogophic thought of Hellenian was making itgelf folt 
oven. in Palestine, in epite of connoious efforts to chegi 14. Vhen wo tara 
to the world of the Jewich people nontiered throughout overy country of the 


Eracco-Roman vorid, it is not poagible to pregerve any fietion of independ- 


ence of the vigorous tought life by Which they were gurrounded. The in- 
people who had forgstion the gpeech of their mother land could no longer 
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think 1ts thoughts. The making of the Gred translation of the 
Soriptures ie thus aignificant. 

In the active propagundiet efforts of the Jovs cf? the Dlamar, 
moreover, are to be goon otriking evidences of the procmre of Hollen- 
iotio WGought won the traiitional Julaiem. In Palootine the Jovs wore 
largely on the defengtve. In other countries they wore recching out to 
pland thely nonothetlotio falth among the pagune. In omfer to & this, 
Gey found 11 necennnry to recrente the particularioetic, literal, tnldly 
Meologlenl, and of ten anthropomorphic conceptions of Julaiem in the more 
untverml, exubolical, and philocophicnl terms of Tollenien. Wor is 1% 
to ds vappocet that this vas merely an accrmodation on the part of the 
Jeoves. They coult not live in the very midet of changed nootlal conditions 
and of an intenge, vivii, intolleotual and emotional life without being 
nensIbly affected by 1t. 
Me moet outetanding protuct of this develorment of Julaiem on 
Hollentotic coil in Philo. Horn and roared fin the very centre of Hollen- 
L1otic intollocotual activity--aleoxanirin- and belonging to = fanily of 
wealth and rank, he was from his carlioet Gays throm into the Whidt of 
nmon-Jevinh influmorn. Tn « time when nome Joeve were allegortiving away 
the low, while others hel to the concervative oxtrens, Philo ook & 
middle grout! ant *offocted harmony betroern the 1iterul ant the allogor- 
10al cence of the Torah, the lognl and apiritual aides of Julaien and 
Gredk jphilocorhy and revenled religion”. Philo was loyul to his an- 
cootral retiglon, but fooling the abiraction of Greek philogophical 
Uens, he condined the two in an effort to nake Juinien nore untvernl, 


bt. Brutwich, Hollenien, p. 
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more agcetable to the Greeks, as well as to Jovs who vere robolling 
againgt the narrow, waliltional interpretation of the Torah. In order 
to apiritual ive the contents of the Pentatouch, he adopted the allegor- 
10a] method which had been in nee by the Sides fin their attempts to pre- 
nerve the values in the Howerio literature. In a time vhen neon could 
not gragp the hietorical and doveloymental in religion, come mach motod 
had Wo Ye afopted If the material and mythical wore to be given any 
neating for Wooe who nught 1ife's values in epiritual torme, and 1f 
the mered literature vas to be preverved as a unity. To Flatonic ideal- 
ion was read into Geneals, the logos idea was introduced, the Stoilc law 
of mature was found in Woonlc legiolation in the iden that obedicnocs to 
law chould be obedience to one's higher nature. Fhbilonion, however, like 
the philocophy in whore circles 1h moved ws not a tenching for the mans 
of mankind, but for the fow. Voreover, It was not inbuiiled to reach cout 
into the Gentile world, except incidentally, but vas doaigned to bridge 
for the Jovre the cham between their own religion ani Gro ideas.

on may Joves of the Diaaparm. This novenent was expecially noticeable in - 
Alexandria which was a literary and intollootual contre of Holleniem, but 
14 was charnoteriotic in greater or loos dagree, of all Helleniogtic citice-- 
of farous, for example, the virihplace of Pant. 

T6 wart not pace from this dreteh of Jevih life of the firet 
century vithout a wontion of the Eugenes, = Falootinian avet, with an 
ceoteric eathing eirongly inftuenced by Flatonien and Pribagoreanien. 

X Their belief in the Gnzlion of body and gcoul, the practice of acceticien 
and the myotical and cootatic experiences point clearly to extra-Palestin- 
lan origins. 
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The obJect of the preceding chapters hangs boon to recreate to 
ome extent the life and Yhought of the nociety in which the apoetle 
Pal 1tved, in which he developed a particular type of Chrietianity, and 
in which his own peroneal experience as a Ghrictioen miured. For without 
an unteretanting of this coot ety, 14 is uoeloos to attenyt to arrive at « wt 
correct appreciation of the mn or his wrk. 

Rach age reoreates the pact for itcolf; and wore or lens in torms 
of procent values. Eepecially is this vrue of a period of higtory, of 
porecns, or of a literature, to which gupernaturel canotions have been 1" 
given in a peculiar degree. The New Tootament has thus been reareated for x1 
vueceeding generations. It has been necencary to anther up the values of 
the pact and tranclate them into terms of the procent in orler that they 
nay lend heir cantions to the afngs and ideals of the nov time. It is 
tras fat there are cortain clements in human experience that are perennial 
and never logs thety funoticning power, Dui 1t is aloo true that there 1s 
great logs in a failure to graep the fnmnediate values of perecnse or of 
ideas in the time and clroumetances in which they have their origins; and 
for a correct appreciation, 14 is fatal. However large a neaning an indi- 
viiual ench as Paul may have for a later age vhen interpreted in more uni- 
vereal terms, 13 is none the love true that that cane reoreated peron 
wauld have had no meaning for his own cooiety. It is not as an anachronin, 
that we want to coneider the apoatle to the Gentiles, but as an integral 
factory in that Gentile world. It was, as we have goen, a vorld which we 
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thinking along linss determined by the conditions of that time; yet 

a world which had clear and definite needs, and corremprutingly definite 
Gemande to make of any religion which could expeot alleoglance. Pwanl came 
into his Gentile gooiety, not with an o14 religion, inflexible, viraitoncd 
in centuries of tradition, and adapting 1itcolf with difficulty to a now 
enviroment; buy free, frog, apontancous, receptive. Nor are ww to think 
of Paul, as leader in the commmitios in which he wrized, as etanding on the 
outeide, coneciougly adapting and moulding the nov faith to cult the noods 
of people. The Jogus of higstory 414 not become the Chriek of faith as « 
yeeult of a 4eliberate purpoee to froe Chrievianity from the iramels of 
Juldaiem ani thus make an appeal to the pagumn world. The nov religion 414 
not aovmme a clothing of myth and cacrament in order to prevent itcolf in 
familiar guioe to the Gentiles. Thatover procece of this kind night go on 
in the cage of deliberate propagunta of an 014 and evtabliched religion in « 
foreign country, 14 would not be true of « religlien fin the maling, fin the 
hanis of one who was at home fn the cnenes of activity. Tor Paul hincelf? 
vas developing religloualy in this environ ment. His own experienoe and 
that of his converts vere contantly interacting. There was no nood to 
earch for nov vehicles to convey 014 ideas, for the nov faith was epontane- 
ouely expreceing: itcolf in the language of ihe people among whom 1% was 
devel oping. ; 

Paul hingelf vas not go thoroughly Holleniedic that he 414 nod have 
+ conectons and definite attitude tovars bis Gentile exvirenncnd. Be alvays 
retained a otrong Jevigh congoloumens. And in many reeperte this attitude 
vas critical and hogtile, Dat that 4i4 not prociude influmes oven in the 


fielis in wich that hootiiity was oem. The very thing, in fact, What « 
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nan nay believe hingolf to be fighting barieaet frequently proves to be that 
which exeral eos deternining influence. Paul was thinking in the language of 
his time. Ne religlous nools were not utterly different from thooe of his 
avcociates and their religious zaticfactions would not be entirely foreign 
to his own. His object ws to reproduce in then the vital elements of his 
own experience. 


Before talking wp Paul's wii as «a Ghrictian loader, 1% will be 
necerenry to own up briefly the forces that vent into the forming of his 
thought wp to the tine vhen he became = Chrietian. The cources for couch 
a otuily are Faul's om writings, the book of acts, ani informiion about 
the city of Taroue and Palootine. The book of Aots gan be veod only as 
cecontary cource material. 

In farous,? Paul had before hin « Helleniovic cooicty in miniature. 
Homo of «a great uwniversl iy, a centre of Stole teaching, 1t had the greatort 
intellootual and Literary advantages. an inportant infuotrial ant comneretel 
oeihy, 1% hat open doors for people from all parts of the world. Favl's own 
fabily belonged to the regpectable nerohantd and mumfacturing claes; and 
though Jove, they mary have come into ebav contact vith the hueknone world. 


It is not nocencary to cuppoge vith come that Paul attended a Greek gchool. 
But our evidence in regard to the Jews of the dieperaion is overvheluingly

the Scriptures. The wideepread procelfticing movement alone would nocee- 
e1tats contacts in this field. Moreover, the cxee of Philo was nov unique 
nor mas Tarous in a iifferent clas from Alexandria. Paul, yo be cure, 
opeatce of hineelf as a Hebrew of Hobtrowo: Wat Fhilo would have mide the 
came Glain for himeelf. 


There was abuniant opportunity in Tarens for contact with the 


myotery religions which had before this tim mie the conquent of Aaaia 
L 


Miner, Bren Mlkraien which has ouch marked points of recenblangce to 
Chriotianity mast have been familiar to the Targlans:; for, though no early 
nonuments are found in fares iteolf, the cult was otrong in Pontus and 
Cappadocia, and vas doubtle ns. known in fares? 

hs for the tins gent by Paul fin Jorumlen, we have only the otate- 
nent in acts 2215, Hs on vritinge contain no definite information on this 
point. any love contact with Julaien in Joerucalen has been denied hin by 
nome witers: but there ts not eufficient wmrrant for doing this. Ve have 
voon that one would be by no means Femoved from Hellenizing influennes oven 
theyre. Thether or not wo are Jjuatificd in accepting in totail the account 
in ons of the pereceution ofStoyhen, we have at leach reamn to beliove, 
(1) that there was @ coneiderable clement of Heolleniotic Chrievianity in 
Jerumlen. All of the *Soven* wore Holleniots and one « provelyte. (2) 
That they were mated by the liberalien of Hollentetic Jove in regard to

THE DEVELOPUENY OF PAUL'S PERSONAL EXPERINNOE 


The pouttion has of ten been taken that Paul's peroonal religious 
experieneo was a cot quantity, determined at the tine of his convereion, 
a cource of the monnnge which he aftermarie carried onto Gentile ground, 
but in nv great degree influenced by that Gentile envircament. It 1s con- 
ceived of as « otroem, charting full from its gource ani paceing on its way 
vithout cont ributions from the territory Whrough which 14 paces. Dut wanh 
a view is not tenable. A man's inner life cannot be os roguricd as a gepare 
ate entity and diotinguighed from his cuter life, his cocial contacts. The 
wwe develop in conetant interaction. The conneption of God is in iteolf 
fundamentally a nooial conception and his experience with God a cooial 
experiences. If Faul had renained a Jovi Chrievian untouched by the outer 
world, expeoting a Jowieh Nonolah, Joous, to roturn and real ico nationalis- 
RE rows wes Hate Rs Boon 
the fooling we coo refleoted in his loticrs. The hietory of Glriotianity 
is the history of varying conceptions and ideas growing out of the changing 
no0ial conditions of guocecding generations. 

Paul's work is froqumtly conceived of as primarily a ayvten of 
theology in which cage his whole bife and teaching are thought of as having 
doen caot into ghape in one Gataclyenic moment, the withiroral into arable 
following in order that he night aijuet the Jarrei olenents of his exivtence, 
and the remainder of his life working $celf out in logical loveloyment from 
this one frenendous impetus. On the other hand, we have the 1dcn of @ man & 


vignr and activity, an intengcly roliglous individuzl, wr”ing in cloos con- 
tact vith other religlously intereocted individuals in a tofinite cootal 
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enviroment in which his own experience was being developed, over chang- 
ing, ever groving. It 1s only from this goecond point of view that Paul's 
writings decome in thenzelves intelligible and an intelligible reflection 
of Me man and of Yhe roliglous movement fn which he was « leader. It is 
only in his light that Foul and his work become a walty. 

The attempt 1s froqumily male to chart the courcces of Paul's 
thinking, thees clenents fron his Jovich heritage, thooe from his Gentile 
enviroment, and others which refuge to be derived from oither courcs, 
«didied to his inner experiences. Nut wnloos one 1s to make of Faul 
nerely a payehological or philologioal otuly, cuch a method can bring no 
eatiefactory recults. In the firet place, what are called the Jevich and 
Holleniotic otromes are partially blended before ny roach hin, in his 
enviroment, in his mental atiitude, and in the prinitive Chrietianity 
from which his Chriedian experience dates. In he gocont place, 4s Panl's 
work progroees in active contacts in the Gentile commnities, theee two 
otreams are constantly mingled into one and his own porecnal experience 
takes chaps in the whole formative procecs. This ie far fron caying that 
the inner experience of a paeclonately religious man like Paul vas nov 1t- 
eolf a formative influence of tremendous velght in caping his teaching and 
eniting his activity. This ws bound to be the cace ocinocs Paul, wallke 
nany modems, and men, too, of his own day, 414 nod fall heir ts « con» 
pletely worked out eyrien of Lens and machinery of ation as he entered 
on his nieclonary carey. 11 16 mying that Paul's religlons grains con- 
s1oted, not in an adeolute experience of God and the pover to derive there 


fron « logical ayvten of doctrine; but in the ability ts nake certain central 


religious ideas and convictions function vitally in intimate contacts with 
groups of people who themeolves were not rausive recipients, but by their 
demands and reeponges helped to create that individunl and group movement 
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oalled Fanline Oriobianity. In this atmoophore, full of life and 
charged with emotion, the apoutic's own inner 11ife Govolops, at the cane 
time cause and effect, never a thing apart. 


Paul had a vital experimecs with God in the two great otages of 
his religious 1ife. Put he vere Hin thrmugh tlffermt netiune in Wheee 
oiagoe=-in the firet, through the levs in the cocond, fhrough Chriet. It I 
ines not follov that he fireh know Rim only as a God of naked Juetioo or 
of wrath ani later as God of lows, Tot there wore necoomrily Gnop 2onted 
differences. 

In the wrld of the myotery religions 1t was not the cuprene God 
with whom men cane movt clocely into contact. It was ever the navicr god, 
the one who euffered on carth, who led and roo «gain, with whow they 
iaentifict theneetves, and who wrought their calvation. The iden of noti- 
aries botwoen the highent god and men was common. The logos iden vas prom» 
inont in certain ciroles, oven among Holleniotic Jovs. Vigdon occupies 
the name poottion with come writers, angels mediate revelations to the 
apocalyptic goers. Paul is here on the ground of the mnyoteries for 14 
is in Jeous as cavior-god What his intoerect contres. Paul's carlior ro- 
ligious experience, hovever, had been with God, and He by no means oteps 
into the background of the Ghrietioan's life. 
te 16 firet of all conceions of God as the author of « great 
counle chibens, a plan which has long been the divine gooret and which Paul 
calle God's nyotery.

3:20,22) 
Thile the whole plan 1s of God's inmugaration and expronncs His attitude 
toward men, Chrict 1s at the very heart of 1t and incoparnible from all of 
Got'n aotivities. Paul hineelf is keenly com cious of being an integral 
factory fin the whole, for God hns given him a work which is vital fin hacten- 
ing the day of ultimate roalizmtion. 
Paul fools that God is making choice of individuals ant nwtions for 
the part they are yo have fin the nov arn. The iden of eavlection doos not 
figure as obecuyely in his conception of things as in cometimes guproeed. 
Roe was foandliar, of gource, vith the 14en of God's golocotion of Toruel and 
in the face of atveres facts, he (bill clings to the belief that the Jory 
vill eventually begome Chri otian (Rom. 9-11). But on Holleniotic coil whe 
individual 146a necearnrily begomes more prouinent, wmd God is conceived of 
as onlling ench one to the new 1ife (Rom.

Nor 
is this cayprieing, for Paul we heart and coul engaged fin ecoing that 
certain great idcas functioned practically among groups of people, and 
not in formulating ideas into a ayvien. Crict io « fact of experience 
for hineolf and for the Chrievian commmity, far more than a audJect of 
gpeculation. 
There vas a froamewort for the Chrieb 140n, both anong Paloatinian 
Jore and Gentiles. For the former 14 vas the Neoaleh conception, for the 
latter the cavior-geod. The former could not funation beyond « certain 
point in time, the latter was of laoting validity; and only through the 
traneformtion of the former into the latter was Chyiet caved to the world. 
Paul's firet contacts vere vith Chriet, the obJeot of the carly Chrietians' 
upvard and forvard looking hope, and this conteytion never entirely vaniches 
fron his thinking. 1% is the Lord Chriet, however, that he knows in the 
Holleniotic world and this point of view remains doninatt for his. 

For Paul the historical Jocus proctically waniches in the heavenly 
Lord. To the nodern mind, interexted in the hietoricat-cootal and ethical 
phaces of religion, this comms oirmnge. Dat 14 was not etrunge io = 
Chrievian of the fire century. The iden of Jouus as a religious indi- 
vidual, the exponent of = froch conception of the Fatherbood of God and 
of lofty ethical ideals, would not have functioned in « coeloty which 
aenanded a mupernatural cavicr fron the calenitics of life. Yor thes 
and for Paul, Ghriet's effective vork begun vith his death and yoour- 
reotion in which hie work of recous was acconpliched. Paul, 14 3s bras, = 
nometimes quotes a traditional wrd of Jegus as authority. Bat o obrong Al 
is his cence of procent ccmunion with him, Wat the former 1s hardly nore {0 
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than inciaentel. His is a goepel of revelation. It is nov « quortion 
of opportunity of knoving the facts of Jeme*' earthly carccr, exccopt in 
«© far as theoe may have formed a nourbe from which Paul drov unconeciously. 
Ho hingelf 014 not fool What nood. In much of Prnl's othionl teonching he 
is on common ground with ethical teachers of the Gracco-BRoman wrll, and 
he ales drew from cone of the came gources in Jevich religion from which 
Jeous hinzelf trewv. The central motive of Jomes' own roliglous life, the 
tlrect, vital, unmediates relation with Got the Father, 1s not central for 
Paul. Then he epeatre of Joons' hwmnility and poverty (2 Gor. 8:9), he is 
not Mining of his peyeonal attitude nor of his coolal otation, as is 
comotimes guppo ned, but of the contract between the heavenly and earthly 
oxi otonce, The moot exalted life on carth wuld have been a huniliation 
for hin from the point of view of one who hella the Gunliotic floas of ihe 
time. Juot as fn certain circles the gpd was conpeived of as having boon 
for a tins engulid in a alle wrld of mtcrial Wings, finally winning his 
nay again to the worla of opirit, vo rich, for the care of wan, lived out 
a brief pericd of huniliation in bodily form before riving to nov glories 
in a higher reals. 
Paul doo not work out a conglotend theory of the relation of God 
and Qiried in this exalted opirit realm. He comotimnes acoigne © cortain 
function to God and again to Chriet. Ho identifics Chyiet and the Spirit 
and he epeatks in one breath of the Spirit of God and the Spirit of Qhyict 
(Km. 819). To never identifics the wo nor docs he make Ghrick the equal 
of God. Dub in brick the divine nature Gvrolle guprenely and abcolutely, 
(ol. 2:39) and in hin God has villed io make his colf revelation taytbe 
world, In hin the divine purgoccs for the wrld fron creation on have been 
real not, (001, 1114-20) The teckground for this conception les in the 
logos iden of the Hollenlotico world, and in the related iden of Viodew in 


the Jevich Viedom books. 

Thees are ultinatoly nov matters of epeculation to Faul , but of 
practical import. The unchatable root upon which Chriovian experience 
rents is the clement of divine recreation in man, vital alle for the fin- 
4vianal and for the group. and as his is identical with Chrict, he be- 
comes of euprene importance. 

Paul emphanioes too the proeninence of GChriet tn all the opirit 
world for 14 is through men's relation to hin that thay are lifted out of 
the agphere of influence of theo povers. 

That this heavenly being came fo earth, amelenent foreign to the 
4bvine nature, took on hinzelf the ain-floch body (2 Cor. 5:21; hem. $13), 
ouffored as men, tied a death rogurici as a guprome cures (Gal. 3:13) is of 


the utwet importance fo Paul; not bennuce of the life be lived as a roliglos 


perecn, but the fagh of his coming. In order to underetand the significance 
of this experiences for Paul, 14 is noceorcnry ts keep in nini (1) the Gual- 
Lotic conception of man and the universe; (2) that there vere far reaching 
sdrata of thinking, repreuented in phages of the myotory religions, in carly 
cnouticiem, in the Hornotic litorature--a blending of philogophy, religion, 
and mythology--in which the human race vas conceived of as the progeny of 
the Unzenech who; with the nature of deity in hincclf, had cone to carth 
and doen loot, as 14 vere, in the vorld of matter; in which there ws aloo 
the iden of the hero-ged who came to carth, conbate the forces of evil, 

euffers, and returns trimphant to the divine wrll; (3) that there was 
ouch a conviction of the enrential unity, colidarity, or vital aympathy in 
all ereation thet 14 was cacy to think of the thing acconmpliched by cone as 
being detorninative for the whole--the experience of the printiive type is 
conetantly repeated in thoge who follow. To have here a thread runming 
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through the whole of Paul's thinring vithout a conalderation of which 
his conception of the earthly 11fo, the death, and remurrectien of Jouus (i 
canned do underetocd, (Mn. 8%; 6:1-11; 2or. 5122; 2007, 16113-26), 
The ealvation of man coneiete fn this identification of hineelf with Chrick 
in whom all thene experiences vere wrought out in ideal prototypal pover. 

4A eignificant difference in Paul's thinking 1s that for hin man bas 
no original endownent of aivine nature, no epark of deity which noods only 
retindling and releace, but is fin a hopolons condition without a definite 
inorenent of divine oubotance, It 1s fin the light of fhogn boliefs that 
ve can book undeyotand the moaning of Chriet's death for Paul. Dub 14 doos 
not ovtand alone, 14 is hound wp with his life, fin the gence of incarnation, 
his confliok with oin and demonic powers, his roerrction, ani final tri- 
waph. Paul's etriking gence of participation in all the experiences of 
Cried thus becomes clear, The oulnination of all, for the Chricvian, the 
guprens ground of his hope, lies in the poavenrion of the Spirit or nature 
of Chyiot within hin, It is in the gromndromt of idens cuch as then rather 
than in the realn of maorifios and caticfaction that ve must look for the 
egcential clenents of Paul's idea of redenption, keeping in nind that 1% is 
not intollocotual epeculation, wat fooling, which is the conctant principle 
of religious individuation for Paul, Foul 1s keenly conegious of the re- 


lation of the death of Chrieh to the forgivenece of eine ant the coning into 

a right yelationahip vith God but this 1s due, primarily, not to an atoning | 
ach, dut to the totality of experience in which Paul dares and which reaches | 
a Climax in the caring of Uvine nature which incures = Feleaee fron the A 
pover of ain; for vithout this, forgiveners, or cancellation of pack ains, wt 
would be of only partial value. Since Paul 1s not concerncd with developing a 


a coneiotent theory or otrine, 14 is not curpricing that other ideas eppen, N 
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as for example, in the dicouacion of the low, but Yhoge are not in 
the centre of his thinking. 
Paul charnoterives his relation to the heavenly bord as that 
of «@ bond clave (Phil. 112). Te fe Ohrict's properiy and bears his 
mark (Gal, 6117), oven as the Milhre nyotic hat, banded on his fore- 
heal, the mart of his lord. He fecls that not only Ts Ghrict working 
Wbrough hin among the Gentiles, (Rom. 15:18,19) (Col. 1:89); he ts 
Morified in Fault, and alov euffore in hin (Col. 1:94; Nor. 4:120,01).

another aupeet of Paul's relation to Chrict, oo clocely Wiendea 
vith that of the heavenly Lord as to be at times iniiovingaiobable from 
14, «hich indocd was not coparatocd in Paul's wind, is that of the Ghrict 
Spirit foundation of the now life, the myotioal nels of the exiotence 
he is living fin the nidet of his o4 currouniings.

Vo are not to think of « merging 
of the hun pereonality in the divine--an abeorption of one individuality 
in «another, Tor are ve to fhiuk merely of « higher control, an abacing or 
eolipes of one perconality and poorecrion by a higher. It fo fundgnentally 
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a nov bneis of being. That vhich aninates the flock body, acide from 
the more life clement fn 14, the volitional, emotional, part, is in ons 
cace naterial, in the other cance epiritual, Chriet epiritual. Paul is 
not the legs hingelf, he is a nov hincolf, and the nov fc cubotentially 
of the nature of Chriet. It was not difficult for the Grod: to oneccive 
of hinself as actually becoming god and of being worehipped by leacer beings 
as and, as after the faurotolium. Dat Paul nover g'es fo this length. Io 
becomes, vith the divine nature within hin, « cupermm, but he remeing a man 
Paul ueees a manber of different expreenions which ars, as 14 were, 
no many different lights thrown on the one central conception, the nov be- 
ing created within the Qhrietian. One of Whene is the figure of putting 
on Chriet. "As many of you as vere taytioed into Ciriet 414 put on Chriet.” 
(Gal. 3:17) The coming of the Spirit into the Chrietian moans taking on 
the character of Chrigt, not noceccarily the moral character but his being 
of nature. In Col. 3113 we have "Pub on, as God's cloot, a heart of com» 
paczlon®” oto. It is the iden of a charncter aquired, not developed, nate 
pooeible by the Spirit thagks of life. This conception of the putting on 

of a nov nature as of a garment is a foaniliar one fin the nyetery roliglons. 
Apuleius, in his initiation, pute on twelve different gaments oignificant 
of as many etages of doification and otanis forth at laot clothed in « 

heavenly gard and is adored as divine. The Milken initiate, in the "Lion" 
degree puts on the heavenly drone and goes through the heavenly Journey in 
which he is rotorn and becomes a con of God. And the initiate in the "Por- 
oian" degree wears the Fhyygian tounet peouliar to Mithra as eignificunt of 
his conneotion with the god. 
Then Paul e's, "It 1s no longer 1 that 1tve, Ghrict liveth fn me* 
(Gal. 2:30) ; "If any man 1s in Crit he 1s & nov errature*, (2 Cop. 5117); 
and when he ues the terne "014" and nov man”, he 1s not cpoating figure» 
atively, nor in terme of moral influence nor of volitional or enotional 
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re-ereation. The certainty with which he gpeairs comes from the conf1i- 
Gdence of a wubstantial change in the nature of his being. The ingiotemes 
vith which Pm1 urges this fact of Chrietian experience reveals how vital 
he felt 14 to be for others ant certainly, for hincelf as well. In tines 
when an eotadliohed religion 1s functioning in a cottled enviroment, oven 
a religious leader may uae concepts which are not woricing values in bis om 
life to a high degree. But Panl's conceptions were being conctantly tooted 
in an active, queotioning cooiety, ant becrnes he had no generations of 
eotadliched Chriovian tradition back of hin, they were touted aloo in the 
five of title cnn inner experience. It ts hardly w the point to pools an 
alternative of Paul's Spirit experience as prinary and iircot, oF gncon- 
tary and derivative, mre than 1 is to opeak in the cane terms of any one 
whos religious experience in influenced by coolal conceptions. lis genes 
of God, of Chried, and of religious values was not nococcmarily the loog 
keen and vital merely becaune of cortain enviromental forces which doter- 
mined their direction.

The Greeks had glories in the povers of the hun wind. Dub Paul 
finds hincelf in the niact of people who, in a world of wnoertaintice and 
at the norey of gupernatural powers, hai no eatiofaction in recourse to 
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merely human knowledge, but ought 1 in direct commmication with God. 
The degiunings of the elaborate ayvten of y vo '5 which reached 1ts 
culmination in the following century are plainly vieible at this tine. 
In 4ifferent forms and varying degrees 1t 1s fount in all the myetory 
religlons and was one of the great attractions they poeceeccd. It Goals 
in generd with the poeneerion of georets in regard to the nature of the 
universs, of man's nature, of the divine wrld ant the life to come, enarets 
ordinarily held in the keeping of the ods but revealed to the favored ones 
who received initiation into the nysteries. The goven otages of initiation 
into Mithkrs lem corregponded to the goven planetary gpheres through which 
the myetic parncd, the favored ow finally arriving at the eighth, the 
arolling place of God himneelf.

Pavl calle hineslf a bond alave of Ghriet, but in all other re- 
lations of life, he revels in a cence of freciom. This is the more puo- 
nounced becnues, in conflicts that aroee fn Corinth and in Galatia, he was 
forecd to «a defence of his own pooition. Aoide from this, however, he fools 
that he, 10s other Chrietioms, enjoys « wnique liberty in Chrickh, «a liberty 
bnoed fundementally on the fact that, as a nov creation in Chrieh, he does 
nod, in redity, belong bo the ovii, material world, but to the nov, Uivins 
ag*. The foroce that men droad and fear hlong to this procent wrld-- 
demons, death, fats. is the property of Qhriat, he 1s protectocd from any 
denonic influence, (1 Gor. 815,80). The Yvw-5 of the real nature of 
idols and cupernatural beings plays a part in this conception ales. 

Paul cared the general 14en of the tine that death was not a part 
of the natural order, but an allen, an eneny to be defeated. This Gofenut 
is acconpliched for the Chriotian in the paveanion of the Spirit of lnnor- 
tallty. Death become cnly an incident fn the francition to a higher 
life (1 Gor. 161646-97). For & part of his life at lent, he felt that 
death wuld not enter into his own experience at all. 

Ve have al realy epoken of the fack that Paul, as an advanced 
TVs oTi Ko, feels hinelf reloaced from the pover of ain in the fled 
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body. The 2enee of freedom fron lov 1» aleo proninent as vel as from 
all ortinances and inevitutions of « wrld controlled by men or demons. 
(Col. 2:16-22) Panl's relation to the lov will be dealt with more fully 
in the following chapter. 

Paul's mailnt enance of abeolute in! epenienge of men's denanis or 
otandarie is very etrilcing, but entirely conciotent with his feeling of 
being a Spirit poonenced man. "Theres the Spirit of the Lord 1s, here 1s 
liberty.” Just on the etrongth of being a Chriotion he is « nanbey of 
that cuperior 2octoty which is above all tuman » tandarde of Jjulgnent 
and 1s reeponeiihle to God alone--a cociety which chall one day Juige 
oven the wrld of angels. (1 Cor. 413,4; 6:16) But Paul 1s more than 
an eriinery Qriotion. Ne fo T< > 05 . be 1s an apootle, and marked 
with diotinction oven among that zcloot group, w that he is reaoved from 
ihe juriediotion of oven other leaders in the church, (1 Gor. 9:1; 12:11, 
12. Gal, 1:27; 216-9), 

For two coneiderations however Paul lmpoges wluntary reotrictii ons 
upon hingcslf. Yor the epreal of the goupel and for the mintenance of 

unity and hamony in the "body" of Chriet. His part in the great plan of 
God which 1s nearing its completion 1s to revenl the "myotery* to all the 
Gentile world oo that at the coning in of the Jore as the final otage the 
world vill be ripe for the dawn of the now age. To this and Pal 1s bends t 
ing every energy he poggenvct. It involves the remanciation of cortain 

rights that he could proce if he chooe, (1 Gor, 9:4-25), Paul as & %aphrt- 
tual” man fools hincelf guperior to all matters of food. Dut juot as there AJ. 
aro atts which are clings againet the Qhrict in the infivitual a aloe there 
are eine againet the Chrich in the community and « lad: of love or coneider- 
ation for the *reak* wwoither 1s ouch « oin (1 Gor, 019-12), He waives his 
om rights, terufdes, in deference to the well being of this larger body.

Paul would not have made the difforemes that a modern pormn of 
even one of the prinitive Chrioetian group wuld have hate botwecn the 
ordinary conduct of everpiay life and the more highly emotional oxper- 
Lences in as far as the cource of cach was concermed. Both procecded 
equally from the nov epirit foundation of one's being. The whole Ghrie- 
dian life was on ons level in that romeetd. The prinitive Crietims atvurih- 


uhed only the unuounl and otriling to the Spirit's wiking. Dut to Panl, 
the calm exerciee of Jjulgnent and deliberative choice or the exercies of 
oolf control under provocation vere expeuations of the Spirit life ac truly 
as the woriting of @ mniruele. Then ho gave advice to his converts on 

eaffaire of daily conduct or procedure, he was as truly Spirit fmpolled as 
when he poured forth fnraccionl utterances in a public avccmbly (1 Cor. 7: 
26, 4). There vere, hovever, oo0caviones vhen he belloved hinecl? to have 
received gpecial communicaticne from the heavenly Lord. To received divine 
guidance in cortain gpoocial oticps (Gal. 213). Communication of the Goity 
in eleop or droame was common fin the wwrld in which Paul lives. Thus Tois 
came to ipuleius and gave hin inetructions as to his initiationg. In cuch 
pacrnges as 1 Cor.

Pan! would certainly not rogard as more authoritative, 
however, anything that came yo hin by cuch human channels than hat which 
anne through tireot revelation, ani probably not as mach ww. The larger 
qa»stion inwilved fin the revelation of his g>epel at the time of converaston 
vill bs taken up in the folloving chapter. | 

The mendoys of the Panline eburches, like thoce of the mpotory 
cults, demanded large wmiictzcetions for he onmntional life; and there fs 
no evidence that Paul ought to reotrain then excort for the orderly and 
intelligible conduct of putilic corvies.

Paul Giffors from myetios of yone 
other times, however, in that he doos not fool that dircct communion with 
God 1s confined to Mhoge rare oocacions When the goul date out all contact 
with the wrld of gence and by gpecial meane enptios the human porenality 
to ervate room for the inflov of the divine. Yor the divine is now at hows 
in Paul. 93s ctrongly does the fooling of gondhip well wp fn hin ab tines 
that the ery of "Tather* which breaks out is fold as the ory of the Ghrict 
Spirit 1tcolf, (km. 6:15) There are tines vhen the Chriehian is otrugehing 
wo fink exprovelon in prayer and gropes for bis way.

Panl dove nod 
laim to have goon deity in this visten. In fact he nover claing to have 
goen God though he reets all his right to apoetloahip on the great moment 
in his 1ife when he cr the Ghrict of glory.

Panl 1s not as confident as come other myatice in regard to the nou?'s | 
relegve fron the body at ouch vimes av there. Nor doos he fool that in bis If 
oarthly 11fo he can be a> clevated atove the material wrls What he ts 4 
aotually living « 4ivine life vith aetity. Not wntil he own finally quit i 
the Neck doty at death dooe he fool that he can realiee ble great longing

bs be with Ghyied. (Fhil. 1123-26) 
It 1s cometimes claimed that cootatic vielons 414 not play a 
large part in the life of Paul oinos he has to > hafit fourtoen yoars 
to cite ons, and oingce he doon not hno» the content of his grapel on 
ouch experiences. It is prodable that Paul 414 nov iniulge in the 
extravagant emotional orgies that nome other nyotion rovelled in. Kt 
vs ave nd to honvectate the plece they hed in his life. That they 
vere not rare is intimted fin (2 Cor. 1217). And the high ondimate be 
placed on then 1s evident from his introduatory wris and from the fact 
that he regaried his "thorn in the flech®" as a meane of repregaing undue 
exaltation. As to the practical functional value of ouch experimeoss, 
Paul would hardly regard What in the eame 11ght as would a modern inter- 
proter. The whole coumtent of his gapel he rogarded as of divine rovel- 
ation (Gal. 1113); and he hincelf would ootinate nothing as of greater 
value fin the individual Curietion's life than diroccot communion with God.

Paul's apoatolic concoloumens 1s from firet to lack ons of the 
otricing features of his experienes. He rogurde hincelf as a moet in- 
portant factor in the great conqueet of Chriotianiiy fin the Gentile world. 
the wiivercd plen of God is clear. The nov age ie at hant. Dub 1h dooe 
no% involve the conquert of the Gentile vorld as in the national hops of 
the Jove, nor Weir annihilation as in the apocalyptic hops. They ave to 
be given the opportunity to enter into the kinglon as proleptioally os- 
tabliched. The next otep vill be the conrercton of the Jove and thou the 
ont, loot inportant then, accorting to this conception 1s not the 
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oeatablichnent of well organized ehwoehbes, but of av nany Orichian 
commnitios as pogeible in which the Spirit has abeolute corirel. The 
function of the apoatle 1s therefore of prinary lmportances. Paul by no 
nouns roguris hincelf as the only one to carry the gpepel among the 
Gendilon (Rem. 15:20), but he does believe that he was oingles out by 
God fn a unique my for Wis work; and he nover for a moment doubts That 
his own proventation of the mecnep is the correct one. Tf he calls hin- 
volf the leaned of the apootlocs, (1 Gor. 1519), 1% fs only beonuge by 
wanders at God having cehogen a pereccutor of the faith, and not bonauge 
he feels the alighteet gence of inferiority to the other apootles (1 Cor, 
161101 Gut. 1:1; 2 Gor; 1148), Since the' churches are Spirit controllet 
groups, rather than organizations, and ailnco Paul was their divinoely 
appointed loader and fully endowed with the Spirit, he fools himncolf in « 
unique poeition of authority amng then, oven as regards thoge he had not 
pereenally founiet (Hom. 15; 16f) . 

Paul 1s not alone in calling hincolf Father of the ones be had 
initiated into the Ciriotion ayoterices. The prieet who afficiated in the 
initiation of Apuloiuns fs recognized by hin as Father, The higheet of 
the cover degrees in liitkraten is tht of father. In the mwysterioeg gon- 
erally the one who vas eufficieatly advanced to iniury others into the 
cult was thus dooignated, PFanl gore, however, to hoe hai a peoultarly 
intimate perconal relationehiy to his converts aus} no douds, to the in- 
teneity of bis natural fooling, and to his eirong conve of the unity in 
the Chrieb Spirit. (1 Cor. 4114, 15. 2 Gor. 13116. Fail, 21328) The 
5t0ics taught « human brotherhood becauee of the comann poarencion of the 
aivine eudetance but their odnception doos nov compare in wanath and in- 


toned by vith that of Paul in his relations vith his converts. (2 Gor. 1h: 


28, 29. 2 Gs. 216) 
Paul's genes of leaderadhip moans not only concern, love, ani 
ability to advise, but anthbority to logiolate ani digeipiine. Foth in 
grow ani indivituzl relationeips Lis he confident of this right (2 Gor. 
V-14; Fhilemon 6). Moreover, he is quick, in eace of dievbodience, ts 
ues the threat of the rod as vith waruly cbilaven (2 Gor. 1016; 15:3-20) ; 
and this not in his own right, bub as reprozentative of Chrioct (2 Gor. 
3:10). Neither is 1% an eupty throat for doth Faul and his converts boliow 
that he pognecccs a very eabotantial power over their phyoionl and opirit- 
nal well being. (1 Cor. 518) 


Panl's inner experiences develops in the midet of cooinl contacts 
in which Chrietianity as = group 11fe and novenent 1s groving, being 
vitally influenocd by thoge contacts and, in turn exeraieing formative 
power. Hig own experience is baned upon the companion conceptions which 
11e at the root of the Ghrictian life and novenmt--the lorichip of Chriet 
and the re-ereation in the divine egpirit. There is no cham between his 
experience and his mevenge to the commity, no accommodation to exioting 
146as and forms of gpecech, but ratber an eoncential harmony in thought and 
exp reasion, in his inner Life and in his noocage to the group. 
—Irom kts point of view, the inner 1ifo 1s not the reeult of « 
coolal or payehologliocnl procecs of eowlution, but of the direct notion of 
deity wpon the individual. here ao ne yevers inherent tn the iniivitual. 
capable of unfolding into higher being. Only cupern: tural Llnoyenents can 
11fh his bo «a point whore he can live the apiritual life in this wrld and

The quertion ariges an to whether there 1s porceptable develop- 
ment in Paul's Yhimcing in the period from which we have records. The 
106 of the Spirit, in which was laid the foundation fer the other phages 
of his teaching and experience, hai developed by the time the firgt lovtiers 
vere written, (1 Theas. 4:8; $119; Gal. 5116-25). The fdenn of faith, 
relation to the low, and his own apootolic congciouaeness wore more fully 
developed in the conflict centering adout the ler. Greater development 
1s con by come in his ideas about the future, ocapetially as he grew older 
and failed yo witness the hoped for congmmation. Phil. 4:16 wugg» eds Vat 
tevard the cloge of his life he had not given up hops of the apeedy return 
of Christ. 
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PAUL'S HRACTIONS UPON HIS EARLIER EXPERIENCES 


The later experience of an individual gonetantly tenfs to ronct 
upon the earlier and roeinterprot 1t in the 11ht of changing pereonal and 
gxoup thinking. This tendenay to unify the pereonality by n refleetien 
into the pact of ideas and experiences that have gome only at a later 
period is particularly pronounced when the lnter experience hg been very 
full and aotive, marked by times of gtorm ant trons, conflict within ani 
without, when opinions have oryetallized quickly under provewre from with- 
out] 


There are gone phaves of Fanl's experiences vhich can be begt 
understecd only in the 1ight of come cuch procees, in particular his 
abiitude tovard his converaion and the law. The otrers of eilrometances 
ounced hin to react upon thege tro elements in his early life in couch & 
way as to recult in an explanation of theee difforent fron his actual 
ootinate of then in the earlier poricd.

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Ab an earlier point in the dlecuneion we enumerated the olroun- 
»tances leading up to Pual's converaion. fo emarive wiefly they 
vere: (1) The influenne of hie early Hellentobie enviroment. (2) The 
contact with Hellenintic Jovs and Hellenietic Ohrioviane at Jorunlen. 

(3) Contact vith Gentile Chriotians at Dananous. Ve noted nleo that 
the cbaracteriovics of his converalon vere elleniovie rather When Jovieh; 
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Mat bis allegiance was given, not only to a Jewich Noaglah whore aig- 
_ niflcancs was for the future, tut aleo to « prevent Lori. This clement 
of the lordghip of Jews was the waterghed of experience betwemn his ola 
life and the new, The marks that aro co diotinctive of his life end 
meunage lntor on are not yet provent. Ho 41d not in a poriod of rotire- 
mond put together ayntematically all the elenents of his l»ter goapel, 
He 41d not and could not know what they would be for, as we have gon, 
they developed in rexmpones to the needs and demands of people who re- 
quired definite gatisfactions in the religious quest. Dut as Paul plunged 
into aotive wrik among the Gentiles at Dunacous and Cilieis nnd Syrian, he 
n00R 41 gcovered what they were. And burning with all the enthunlam of 
his vivid and intense nature for the new Lord of his life, he hogan ts 
werk out his own edvation vith that of thees about hin. To definite | 
decision ws nooded, havel, as has gometimes boon maintained, on = 
eoneoioumess of the abrogation of the law \hwugh faith in Christ, ws 
#tart hin on his onrcer among the Gentiles, HEo had been in contact with M 
then math of his 1ife. Te hal boon converted anong them. Yany Jove of 
his day gave thengelves largaly to ccouring procelytes among the Gentiles. 
It vas natural that he dhould continue anong then wricing out his ovn Fe- 
Lliglous problems as he ninictered to their neoots.

In the references 
do the converaton in Gat. 15% 3 ane 2 Cor. 26:9; 911 the moat concoption 
of the re-orcation in the Ipirit is procent as vell as thoee of the eoleg- 
tion and call by deity, revelation, v5 , and the viekon of deity. If 
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in the ordinary coures of ovente, Paul had interpreted his converoton, 
he wall doubtlens hive done Go In efullay terns. Tut the conflict with 
dJudaizing Chrictiang fin Calatic and with other opponents in Corinth, into 
which he finds hingelf thrust precipitates thees incvitablle reactions] 
The earlier wportles hid lived on wre or legs in the eartior on- 
viroment and had not broken with the ancegtral religion as Faul had. 
Other Jovich Chriotions loans 1iberal oven than they, hai looked with in- 
oreaving guepicion upon the way fin which Paul was alienating hingelf from 
Jevimh Ldeals. The Gentile movenmt was groving rapidly and beating away 
from the Jeviech fold and gradually the oppoaition etrengthened towmrd Paul 
and hig wit.

Julaian vas he mother religion and they 
natural ly Looked with alam upon the Yendenoy in certain quarters to 
hwoak looges one great brunch from the parent atoack. The law ws to han he 
divine revelation to Igrael. Jegus hai fot overthromn the law, and Whoy, 
as his followers, bellove thengolves following along the trus otrean in 
their allegiance to Chrict. the law, valid as 1t had ever beeti, vas nov 
in Crietianity to benefit the Gentile wrt. Convinced that the finflu- 
enoe of Paul was fatal to this idcal, they Yricf to counternct 1t in the 
Gentile commmitios. In this procecs 14 was inovitatie het his authority 
choull be quoetioned. Paul was no real apootle Whey incieted. Ho had not 
bolonged to the privileged group of Grict's om followers, hai not lived 
vith his, 10arned fron hin and know his intiaately as hat the Tretve.

1:16,16) This revelation of 
Chriok 1s not to hin a mere vighon, nor an enotional experience of Chrish, 
in his beart, a conviction of the authenticity of Chrict as the Monulah of

To the oriinary man the knoviedgs 
of the *mystery* of God could not come in its fulnens in = nonent. Only 
as he becomeen ridhey in his poreeecion of the Spirit and his powers of 
appergeption inoveace, does he attain complete incight. Dut for Fanl, 
the whole content of his g>epel nevnngo--the meaning of Chriet's incar- 
nation, death, and reomrmrction, the converelion of the Gentile world, 
the nov age to replace the o1d--is compregeed into ane overvhelning ox- 
perience, Itfollowed inevitably that he hnd no nood to have recouree to 
human gouwreces to cupplenent a gapel divinely revealed, no cecncion for 
earthly eaotion for his nigelon when he had 14 from above. 

In the cird e of the mpotery roligions in which Paul's expericnce 
had been formed the great goal was the viaton of deity. It vas that to 
«hich do acpired vith all his heart, to be 11fted out of the wrld of 
genes on the wins of pure epirit--to bv brought, while otill mortal, 
face to face vith the divine, that was life, that vas knoviedge, that 
we immortality. Paul 414 not aim at the deification of the human tut 
the key to 611 What he later acconplicked or became was that exalicd 
nonent vhen ho vas cranted this experience.

The 
gubJjeot of the law wuld by ib neans loom as large in the whole range 
of his teaching as in the literature proverved to ue; and It is abiefly 
in comeetion vith the lev that Pal enjtaciove the place of faith as « 
neans of Jjuatification. For the tnonl thans fin Paul's noeaeage ve chould 
look, nov to thene lottors alone, but to others as well which vere written 
under different oiroumetances.

| ho moaning of faith cones out clearly in & cemelderation of the 
way in which « pore decoure a Chrlobian. The individual backs of life 
is here procuppoged as in the nyotery religions, and not the national, as 
with the Jews, Every Jew was called fo his religion by virtue of his birth. 
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Hot ao, the Gentile, The 14en of faith is here linked with that of 
nolootion, an idea which hy more importance in Paul than 1s umally- 
conceded.

as the Spirit conception ome to be fundumental in Paul's mnoernge, 
there was developed, as an inovitable corollary, a fooling of indopenience 
of all lov as cueh. This, however, would not have reamltod in a polenie 
agained the low, and 1f 1% had not been for the Sorigh clenent fn the 
Chriotian commnitics, we chould nover have had thene records of confliet 
centering about the lev. There vould inevitably be complications in the 
relations of Jevs and Gentiles in the churches, and as the Gentile move- 
nent beoame nore powerful, the alarm of the dewy was rongcd and an active 
policy of opponition was adopted. (ants 26; Gal, 2) 

The letter to the Galatians reveals ayotematic propugunda to 
evtatiich the place of the low in Gentile Glrioblian connmitics. If this Flt 
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appeal had fount no reeponee among the Gentiles, Paul would never have 
rigen w a pageionatoly in protest. Hit thoge vho kner the mwyoetory 

rel iglons vers acvcustoned to the different atages of progrees by which the 
Lovotores beonme perfected in the cult. They aloe folt the nood of obJject- 
Lve means by which the benefits of religion could be effected. The Ghrie- 
tian religion 4014 not of for as olaborate a cnltic ayctien as 414 gome of the 
wyoterios, ani the advantage which the low offorod as ailiitional weans of 
aecuring the 8atlefactions of which they were in nocd mart have made 2 
otrong appeal to many who were eager to attain to higher degrees. Vore- 
over, Paul's opponents made the moot of the opportunity afforicd by Paul's 
otrogs on faith and the Spirit life wo revenl the weaknoes of his poultion 
from an ethical point of vier, 

Dat to one to whom the conneption of the Chriect Spirit ms as vital 
as 14 ws to Paul, the entire foundation of the Chriotian life was Whroat- 
ened and his whole being roce up in « nighty protect. Ss nhods-aetud of 
view is doternined, not by his pre-Chriokian attitude tovari the lev, but 
by the Ghriovian. 1% is the lov viewed fn the light of the divine oreation 
in the individual, and not the law as It appearct to « Jor, which is Go- 
plocted in Paul's letters. It fs not mroriving If at times we find the 
later attitude reflooted hack into the carlicr period as « thamoteriotie 
of that earlier point of view. 

In his defence of his poattion, Paul maintains that the low 1s 
unable to make a man righteous in God's eight. Ho eupports his otatencnt 
partly by eoripture (Gal. 3:11,12). If faith fs the ordained moans, the 
law cannot bo, for lev route on « tacke of nerit or dodd, while faith is 
on « tacks of favor. (Hm. 414) Noywover, the fulth method hnd the | 
priority in tins (Gal. 3:29). 
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Paal's deeper reacon for accerting the law's impotence however, 
lies in his conception of the conetitution of man. He ls cap 05, and 
ain 1s bound wp in this flock nature ao that man 1s utterly at the noraey 
of his evil lmpuloes. the bighent elenent in hin is the vout , which 
Pal enye very little about. but which he regards as « capacity for recog- 
nining the right but not for realining 14, an intollootual power to eoti- 
mate trath but poreriess to defeat the gin clanent. (Rom. 7125) As 
yvriicoys mak fs only on « level vith the antiaal creation. The Jev be- 
lleved nov only that man, with froe will and power to chooge, was reapon- 
eible for his notions, wt Ynt the lev had in fitoolf a motivating ag well 
as a tirecting power and holped man to fulfil its demands. Paul's con- 
coption has 14ttle room for the will, and grants no ouch power to the lov. 
lian is powerlees to meet its Gaemanids. There is no hope for his over, 
through low, attaining to cuch a otate that he can vin God's approval 
and do acquitted of the gailt of coin. 

It was God's gracious purposs, however, that won ghould be gated, 
and He has provided the true wy, the vay through Ghriet. The lov is 
thus rendored guperfluous, vincs all that mon ever Glained for 14--and 
more--has been acoconplighed through hin. It 1c not only the 14en of 
Chried as lord of the bolieover's life that makes Panl's cence of contract 
between him and the low vo keen, but, oven more, the idea of Ghriek as the 
4tvins nature in nan. Ons night conceive of the lav's having a place as 
an exyreeelon of God's will for the ordering of a man's life in relation 
to the lordehip of Jegus over the Chyietian, but, granted the conception 
of the nov inner being, in eonence divine, as the coun of all guiding and 
aotivating powers, and one would have t0 ey vith Paul that the lav was not 
only winegeamry but inoongrames. This 1s Jjuet what he does maintain. Tis 
law, from this point of view, far from reprecenting an advance fn the | | 


Chriebian 11fc, 1s « fegradation of 1% to the floch vinge. (Gal. 513) 
Paul's Juinining opponents hit doen btacing their arguments on an 
appeal to eoripture, roprecenting the low ac no nov thing, but grounded 
in God's dealings with men in antiquity; and his appeal vas of peouliar 
validity to ancient pooples. Paul replies by going tack of Nogen to 
Abraham, tering as his ley the words in Gen. 185 as reprecenting God's 
adtitvudte townrd Abrahoem, and Hab., 216, the generalization of that attitude 
for all nem. To nates an apt vos of the experience of abruhem, from the point 
of view of ons who, 19ks the Chriotion, relics not on what he coun do for 
himoclf, but on God's power woriding fin hin. abrabem 1s viered as the yro- 
genitor in two long Lines of devcent=-flom ani awpirit, or prints, Tagar's 
children cane by way of natural (fled) orention; but in the cence of Toans, 
5arah and Abrahams vere as impotent fin themeolves, as wholly dependent on 
Gol, as 1s the man who 1s Tiving only on the flo plane of 11fe. As truly 
as God porformed n wiraels on the Wwdies of Abraham ant Sarch, vo truly To 
performs « nirzuele when the Chrietian receives his nov nature. It fo then 
evident (1) that God's originn] ple for men's axlvation was not the way of 
the low and the flee, wat of he promige ani the Spirit (Gal. 3:19), (2) 
that Hs rovenled that plan in His dealings with abraham (Gal. 518), (8) What 
in the tiotory of the world over vince that tins, God hns hat fin mind the 
realioation of this plan for all the faith-docccndants of Abraham (Gl. 319),

Since 14 ws in rich 
that Got's favor revealed iheolf, hone who inziciced on the laws of ficncy as 
a means of aalvation wore in fact rejecting Chriet and making his death in 
waint (Gal. 2122) 
Tust what relation doos Paul goo between the death of Chrick and whe 
law? It is vemlly interpreted as being that the law hai a wildity which 
even Got was bound to roopeot and What before 14 ovuld be abrognted, its 

olaimg hai to be not by a vatiofaction, the paymend of an innocent life in- 
otead of the 1ives of men which vere forfeit; and thad Ghried fn his death 
paid this penalty. Paul nover makes a conoige and complete otatonmt of 

the neaning of Ciwiot's death. Dut from the frequent and cpontancous refor- 
enges he makes to 1t, 1t is evident that 1% holds a fundamental place, not 
in a epeculative ayeten of thought, hut in his Chrietian experience. 
Paul's thought on the cubJoot moves fin wurious fiolls and 3% 1s 
a1ffiould to conbine his different udteranncs indo a ayrtematic whole. But 
ons tvop current of thought is found to ma beneath all the varying forme of 
expovesion. Paul was dealing fundamentally, nov with theories of catic- 
faction, explation, or atonement, but with the facts of experience as he 
ev then--on the ons hand, men caught in the graep of ain with no way out, 
the lor holding up an ideal enboticd in « god of comunde, but unable to 
help men to realiue it--on the other hand, Ghriot dying, ricing to nov life 
and leading nen to chars in theee cane experiences. Bis doninant fooling 
ils What Chyiot caved him fron a fate fron which the lev could not cave 

his and has brought hin into « relation with God which the law could never 
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have effected (Rem. 6:25; 5:3). Ne ts free from the lav, not os mach 
becnnes of the raticfaotion of any claim the law night have, as boonucs 
he has found conething effective to talks its place. In the great acohene

If 1% hai not been for the divine 
vpolhr wortring in hin, this vould have been « triwaph of oin and death, as 
14 would be in the cance of men; but as hat diving power gaved hin ant gave 
hin victory, oo aloe the union with hin in alvine nature eaves the deliever 
from that fate (1 Cor. 15:54-87). 

The death and remrocticn are regaried as a eignal trimph over 
Me ler bhoecgues 1ts penaltios wore the expreecion of God's conl cammntion on 
in. Dehind the law, however, Paul acces the flendich forces of ovil hoetile 
to men which vaeod Yhe low as a means of revealing oin to neon and crucehing 
them undey 13s weight. (Col. .2:114,15) Chridt's death and remrrection ro- 
progent a vriumh over then decguee Chrict, and men vith kin, are 11fyed 
entirely out of their realn. Death 1g & terror only as 1t moans the vis- 
tory of ain--oin had won a triwmph Yhrough the law (1 Gor. 15:95-57, Rom. 
P18), In cuproene confidence in his poacencion of the Spirit of Chrick, 
Paul exalts in gvoh liberation from all the ovile of this vorll as makes 
the pact goon a condition of abjeod clavery. (Mon. 61180) 
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Tale reprovente the min line of Paul's thought. There are in» 
ntanges in which his otatenmts are determined by charges maie agnined 
his view of Ghrievianity. In Romans he 1s writing to « cburch which he 
hai not founded and which hnd not nocencarily been founded by ons of his 
followers. They may have reprenented a type of Chriotianity which hai not 
rojeoted the lev av had Foul. There way algo the otrong Jorich clement 
which was cating aupereions on Paul's antinomian tondencios, maintaining 
hat 1% was not Juot to put on the game level Yhooo who Yopt the law and 
thoees who 414 not keep 14; and Wnt Paul's method meant the broalring lown 
of moral etaniaris. Paul replies by mying thit the lwr had not Kept the 
Jovs from being in the nane claen of ginners vith the Gentiles (Rom. 2:22; 
319,19,20,23). Juntice, on « le Yagts, would conlemn nll alfis. But God's 
rightezumess is chown by bis providing the way of faith enlvation, through 
Chyied, fin which all ohave allre. Hy righteoumess ie hotter manifootet 
by uaking 14 poeulhble for all to be rightoouc--it 1s right to pans over 
previous sihe in this 0ne0--than by aoquitiing a for »ho Have kept certain 
commands and condenning a1l others. (Rm. 3:21-30) 

There was an iden in Jevich oiroles of Yhe vienrious vorvice of 
the righteous rodounding to the oretit of hors? but as that 146n 1s uged 
by Paul 14 1s no norely that of the death of the innocent Joons winning & 
certain ctaniing for men. It is their participation, roemlting in the now 
bly which 1s taportant. It is to that has digg who 1s jurtifics fron 
ain (Row. 617); and *ye wore Juetificd in the tame (taption) of the Lord 
Jens and in the Sxirik of cur God". (1 Cor. 6111) 

Since Paul denied the recognized intepprotation of the place of the 
lev in the aivine plas, he was forced to defines its purpore as he gov It.

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Ho nover quootions its 4ivine origin, though he doo put 14 on « lover 
plans as netiated by angels inctead of being Ul rectly given as vas the 
Promice (Gal. 3:19). Since nothing merely happens v1th God, the low had 
« purpoee. Dut the Jove het nicteiken 14. (1) Its prrphes was not to 
win men's approval before God--that was accomplighed through Chriet 
alone. (2) 1% we not the original plan but ccoconiary ant cpplenentary 
(0al. 3119); and therefore 414 not replace the pronies. (3) Its real 
yurpoes was 6 to inorence the gence of ein and guilt and of convoquent 
helpleomess, that men in te quent of calvation would be brought to an 
wypayce and, abandoning al1 hops of hun effort, vould in an abtituls 
of fulth give theneolves over to Chriet.

Many Seve in Paul's day wore allogoriding parte of the law. Paul 
could nov do that, for in that procece the validity and authority of the 
lev as 1 was e111 recognized, and for hin he low in that capacity vas 
Uleplaced by Whriet aotive in the beliover. 

One of the moet etriiing charactorieations of the low and men's 
relation to 1% 1s found in Ron. F, a chapter which has ueually been re- 
garded as the moot vivid ploce of autoblograrky fn Faul's letters, as an 
inoight into the inner experience of Saul the Phariooe, « nan erugeling 
under the tuden of his anvectral religion which enly anaded his t6 000- 
perution by the revelation of « mral ideal which he was poverleve to 
adtain. 

Ve have even, hovever, that Paul's Chrietien experiences vere 
being conetantly reflected bagk into his preo-Chrietian life. It me in- 
evitable that 14 choul4 be oo, ocupedially oingce Paul was engaged in « 
defence of his Chrietian pooition, and not fin a critical analyeils of his 
pack payuhology. If the lev cuffere a dograintion in the light of his 
new experience, 14 was be renenbered that as a nov orcature in Chriot, 
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he fs bound to fool an infinite galf between hincelf and that life 
wnder the 109. Fines Paul we nod interocted in the evolution of 
Kought, what he regarie nov as the nature of the low maot have been 
evident in its effeots then. Tut that doos not prove that 14 was true at 
that period. 
An vas found to be the cage fin Panl's account of his converaton, 
there are elenents in the doceription in Chapter 7 which could not have 
boen procent in his pro-Chrietian experiences. (1) The conception of coin 
as inherent fn the flee we foreign to any Jov. Human peracnality was 
viewsd as a whole, not as diohinotly divided as wan the Gare fn the Hollen- 
ionic wwrld. Paul's conception leaves 14ttle mon for the exeroies of the 
will as a fores in attaining the right life. Dre though in come circles 
in Julaion there vas a tenienay fo frnoce the origin of gin fo adam or to 
the evil heart fin man, the Jev etoutly maintained man's froo will and ro- 
eponel bility for his own actions, and his pover, unier the law, to attain 
to right contuot. The Jeu viewed rightocoumens as © matter of conduct, 
wo the Hollonich 14 was a matter of the inner being. The difformos in 
point of view is thus far from guperfiaial. It gnos deop into funlmentals. 
(2) We Pauline anthropology refleoted in the chapter fic cunch as no Jov 
would have entertained.

The queetion ariges, however, as to vhether Paul, oven granted 
that in his pre-Chriotian otatoe he would not have interpreted his expor- 
Lonoe fin theoe terns, night not hoe had eanentially the name orfenl of 
inner sdrugrle, of a gonne of a gulf betwecr the idenl of the low and 

his own attainment, and oo have come to fool his religion as an intolerable 
welght from which he gladly encaped to Chrietianity. Dut the evidence of 
the Jov's experience vith the lev and Paul's ySootimony as to his own pro- 
Chyiedian life are agninet guch a conclugion. Ho ataten definitoly that 
he was, in the religion of the low, blanoloos and devoted to his ancentral 
irnditions. (Fail. 315,06; Gal. 2116) Thea otutenmts are tiotinatly 
biographical, while Hom. 7 1s a general plocture of the atate of © non- 
Chriedian nan as conceived by a Qhriotion. In fact 12 is, in a canes,

There is no eufficiently good ground for believing that Paul, as 
n pre-Chrietian Jov., bai a radically different experience with the law from 
that which « waltitude of pious, lowed Jove tevtify to. Ho Jov would over 
have recognioed guch a ploture as Paul bere depicts. It has long boon oue- 
tomary to roprecent the religion of logaliom nn a ovtrait Jacket in which 
nen's epirite vere confined, a aycten of opproceive enactiments, « religion 
in which God was a rulhlogs Juige in vhom moroy ani forgivenens had amall 
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place, But euoh « view 1s no longer tenadle.” The Jer recognioet the 


law as the euyrene vitnees of God's love and fawr. Tay from being a 
burden, 1% was the Joy of his life. Ho 414 not rogurd It as « contract 
zyoten in which forgivemes way exoluled. Wor we Torah merely a cot of 
commnds, but inolufed God's whole revelation of Hineolf fn the goriptures. 
Vany Holleniotic Jones who found 1t imponaible to obaorve all the ceremonial 
requirenente allegorieet parts of the luv, but they recognined it, ava , 
whole, and gloried in 1%, 4 vital inner experience with God was not ax- 
cluded unler the low, as many pralnrs and Pharnonie and rabbinic writings 
doar witness. 

For Paul, however, the lov can no longer occupy a central yoottion. 
His opponents have forced the igoue bowwomn Chriet and the law as a moans 
of yightooumess and Paul in no uncertain torms moods that iomue. Tince 
Chriet is the end, the lev 1s cocondary in God's plan and mas* be regaricd 
as contributing to the eventual triwyh of Chriod. (Gal. 3:22)

Faul hai no iden of higtoricnal ewlution-no conception of & 
progrees of the race from lower to higher ideals through the doveloyment 
of inherent poratbilities. It was inpoooible for the age in which be 
Lived, and eopecially impoasible Yo one who held Faul's conception of 
humanity. Hietory reprovented certain otops in the divine dealings with 
the wrld, but not progreeeive otages in humanity's approach to a Uilvine 

In eotinating the vitality and wrth of Paul's religious exper- 
Lonoe, the nom mark nod be the ideal of @ later ago. Tach individuzl's 
validity for hietory med do guaged primarily for that of the age in vhicd 
he lives. The fact that the Ghrich myotioion which was the backs of Paul's 
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religious experience has not functioning power in a later time, door 
not invalilate his own experience. That Paul vas a keenly religions 
individual, in vital Youch with the religlous noods of cooicety in his 


owmn tins; that he labored with wtiring enorgy and undannted purpose to 
realine as writing values in that cocioty certain great religious idonn; 
that he dared to broak with the pant beonnne he believed that God wan 
ereatively at work in the pregent; that he had in hingelf an experience 
with God which was none the lens vital booaxuge 14 developed in the midget 
of oiroles of idens poeuliar to his day and was largely chapetd by hem-- 
thege facts male Paul « narired figure for any age in which there is the 


oupremne need of recreating opiritual values to ninioter to the aalvation 


of vuccensive generations. 
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
